Mr. Wilson introduced a joint resolution pro- 


posing the following amendment lo tbe Consti- 
tution of the United Stales: 


That no distinction shall be made by tliu 


Uuited States, nor by any State, among cillzcua 
on their civil or political rlguts on account of 
race, color, or previous condition. 


Ordered to be printed and lie on the table. 
Mr. Stnnnur called up the bill introduced by 


him yesterday providing that iu the District of 
Columbia no person ahull be diBfjunlillcd from 
holding olllce ou account of race or color. It 
passed. 


On motion of Mr. Pomcroy, a bill' providing 


for the appointment of commiaaioncrs to Select 
u reservation ou which to locate ludinu tribes 
wan It-ken up. 


Mr. Harlan did not beJIcve Congress had tho 


authority to appoint commissioners to make a 
treaty and should move at a proper time to amend 
tlie bill ipovidiui; tuat the President shall ap- 
point ft commission to make a treaty. 


Mr. Sherman thought the only true solution 


for Indian dlllicultlcs was to absorb the Indian 
In the general population. 


Mr. Pomcroy did not believe it possible to put 


all InlaiiB ou one reservation, or on two, it would 
lead to Intcrmidablc wars between the tribes.— 
He thought It would do to select several reser- 
vations and locate different tribes on them, 1m 
coincided with Mr. Sherman's views. 


Mr. Howard favored the appointment of u 


commission to confer wltli Indians ns friends and 
willi u view of bringing hostilities toa close. He 
did not believe it posdblc to civilize Indians and 
did not believe tliu Senate ought to attempt to 
settle the whole ludlan rmcstiou, It ought to leg- 
islate In relercnce to hostile bands aud with a 
view to putting an end to the existing war. 
It 


would he time enough tiext winter lo djscuwcti.a 
larger problem of th«* *«"—*•••- - 
1 'Air. jworrlll coudcrnncd the Indhn policy of 
tlie Goveriiiimnl ns unjuat and oppressive, tend- 
ing only to rob Indians of their homes and lands. 
It would be Impo&slblti to absorb the|ludlans in- 
to the white population. That meant nothing 
l)Ut uxlcrmhmttoti. 
He appealed lo the Scnata 


to pass a law that would not. be ft rope of aaud, 
.o make an agreement nnd stand by It. 


Mr. Thaycr did not advocate the extermination 


of Indians, no matter who was to blame for the 
lilllciiHics existing. It. was the duty of Congress 
o secure peace If poeblblc. It would be butter 
to spend a million now than live hundred million 
a year liencti. People of the border were not In 
r!ivor of w.ir, and In speaking In belialf of every 
.•lass of the community on the border he would 
say, nothing was so abhorrent asan Indan war, 
even lliicvus and gamblers dreaded an Indian 
war. 


A message was read from the House announc- 


ing the non-concurrence In the bill for the relief 
;if deserters and asking for a committee of con- 
iernmce. Tho Scnalo adhered to Its amend- 
ment and tho House must recede from Its disa- 
greement or the bill fulls. 


Senate adjourned.
